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Fired VBT Fire Chief Darwin 
Loyer gets $75,000 settlement

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees approved a settlement of $75,000 
to settle the employment discrimination 
and Whistleblower law suit brought in 
Wayne County Circuit Court by former 
Fire Chief Darwin Loyer. 

The Settlement 
Agreement signed 
April 15 specifies that 
of the $75,000 total the 


township’s insurance 
catrier, Michigan 
Municipal Risk 
Management Authority, 


would write one check 
of $31,730.80 to Furton 
Camps, PLLC, the law 
firm representing Loyer, and another check 
to Loyer for $43,269.20. 

The Settlement Agreement was provided 
to the Independent on May 6, after an April 
17 Freedom of Information Act request. 
The Clerk’s office extended the required 
time to respond (5 days) by another 10 
days because it said the agreement was not 
complete and ready for distribution. 

The parties agreed the settlement is a 
compromise of a disputed claim and that 
payment made and conditions stated are 
“not to be construed as an admission of 
liability on the part of any of the parties 
being released by whom all liability is 
expressly denied.” 

The agreement states Loyer understands 
that $1,000 of the total payment is 
consideration for the release of claims 
covered by the ADEA (Age Discrimination 
in Employment Act) and OWBPA (Older 
Workers Benefit Protection Act). 

Loyer agrees not to sue or otherwise 
file any claim regarding any of the issues 
raised in the complaint and/or during the 
course of this lawsuit. 

After he was fired, Loyer filed a law 
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suit against former township Supervisor 
Paul White, former township Director of 
Public Safety Carl McClanahan, and the 
township. 

The employment discrimination law 
suit alleges violation of Michigan law, 
including but not limited to the Michigan 
Whistleblowers Protection Act. 

The suit alleges that Loyer “was hired as 
fire chief of VBT because of his long and 
distinguished career as a firefighter. He had 
previously been qualified, through tests 
and interviews as a Fire Fighter and Fire 
Officer.” 

Loyer’s suit alleges that it was Supervisor 
White who discharged him because 
of Loyer’s complaints of illegalities, 
violations of law and safety regulations. 

Loyer also alleges that McClanahan and 
the Board of Trustees were also aware of 
Loyer’s complaints of illegalities at a fire 
scene. 

The suit continues: “...Mr. Loyer also 
made complaints of illegalities concerning 
Anthony Karver’s disregard of legal and 
fire safety code regulations” and “That 
the illegalities were dangerous and could 
have caused loss of life and limb of the 
firefighters working for the department as 
well as citizens.” 

The suit claims Loyer reported these 
illegalities to a public body and after doing 
so was summarily discharged. 

“One reason for his discharge was 
his report of these illegalities,’ the suit 
claims, and, “That the discharge violates 
the Michigan Whistleblower’s Protection 
Act.” 

Loyer claimed that his discharge has 
caused and will continue to cause him 
great damages, including but not limited 
to lost wages, past and future; emotional 
distress and other non-economic damages; 
humiliation, anger, disappointment, and 
upset; as well as attorney fees.”

City Council turns down request 
for beer tent at boat event in park

It was just an idea, proposed last 
summer by unnamed citizens at the Taste 
of Belleville, to have a beer tent so they 
could wash down their food with a tasty 
beverage. 

This is how members of the Belleville 
Central Business Community (CBC) 
explained their request to have a beer tent 
at the July 20 Boat Show at Horizon Park. 

The smaller boat show event could give 
them a test of a beer tent at an event, said 
CBC President Bill Wolters at Monday’s 
city council meeting. 

They needed a letter from the city 
council to the Liquor Control Commission 
endorsing the beer tent. Wolters said the 
Baptist Church pastor has given verbal 


approval to having the beer tent across 
from his church, and will put it in writing, 
and they will ask the Methodist minister 
for approval. 

Wolters had visualized a beer tent in 
Horizon Park, but learned that a city 
ordinance prohibits alcohol in city parks. 
So, he thought they could put the tent on 
High Street, next to the park. 

But, a majority of the council didn’t want 
the beer tent anywhere and voted 3-2 to not 
draft a letter to the LCC endorsing the beer 
tent at the boat show. 

Voting not to draft a letter were Council 
members Kim Tindall and Brian Blackburn 
and Mayor Kerreen Conley. Voting against 
that motion (which put them in favor of the 
tent) were Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria and

VBT Planners approve tearing down old gas station to rebuild it

Work stopped on the upgrades to the long- 
vacant gas station at the northeast corner of 
Belleville Road and the I-94 North Service 
Drive when the contractor found rusting 
metal supports bolted together under the 
facade. 

If they just put new brick up, as planned, 
the building would not be sturdy for the 
future, the owner said. 

At the April 24 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission, station 
owner Jay Hammoud of Dearborn asked 
for permission to tear down the old gas 
station building and rebuild it on about the 
same footprint. 

The amended plan had some slight 
changes, some of which the commission 
turned down. 

After discussion, the commission voted 
unanimously to allow him to rebuild the 
station, but with many stipulations. He will 
work with the staff to move forward. 

His official request was for an amendment 
to the final site plan approved on Dec. 12. 

In other business at the April 24 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Held a public hearing on Phantom 
of Michigan’s request to hold sales of 
fireworks for 10 days, June 27 to July 6, in 
a 40’x40’ tent at the Lakewood Shopping 
Center on Rawsonville Road and the I-94 


South Service Drive. The fireworks are 
stored at night in a locked storage unit. A 
decision on the request will be made at an 
upcoming meeting; 

e Held a public hearing on New Lawn 
Sod Farm’s request for special use approval 
for their yearly Corn Maze at 50240 Martz 
Road. Actually, it was a double public 
hearing for both a request for a permanent 
special use and a temporary special use. 
Owner Norm DeBuck said they wanted 
permanent permission for their business, 
which they plan to expand beyond the 
Halloween season, but the ordinance 
requirements for that are so involved that 
they are asking for a temporary approval 
until they can get through the permanent 
requirements. 

Plans call for a parking lot five times its 
present size and additional attractions and 
use for corporate gatherings at other times 
of the year. Paved parking and permanent 
restrooms are two of the requirements 
if permanent special use is approved. A 
decision on the request will be made at an 
upcoming meeting; and 

e Gave final site plan approval to 
Wingfoot Goodyear’s request for additions 
and renovations to their property at 8881 
Samuel Barton Drive. The project was 
brought to the township 14 months earlier, 
said Davenport Brothers architect Wayde 
Hoppe, and they wanted to get going. “It’s 


taken 14 months to put a small addition to 
his building,” Hoppe said. 

They are proposing two new inside 
storage wings, one at 3,000 square feet and 
one at 2,400 square feet. The project got a 
variance on setback from the VBT Zoning 
Board of Appeals Feb. 12 and owners 
agreed to slightly relocate Samuel Barton 
Drive and prepare a maintenance agreement 
for the drive for other properties, to correct 
a mistake made 21 years ago when the 
building was constructed. 

McKenna Associates planning consultant 
Sally Hodges wanted them to put a 
decorative fence around the “drainage 
pond” or install some other protection of 
the basin, as required by the ordinance. 

That’s when the usually soft-spoken 
Hoppe spoke much louder. 

He explained that after it rained five days 
in a row the previous week, there was no 
standing water in the “basin,” which is 
actually a lawn with a depression of about 
a foot and a half. 

Hoppe said they don’t believe this is a 
pond that you have to protect people from 
drowning in since there is no water in it. 

David Nummer of Wade Trim engineers 
said if there’s no water in the pond it’s not 
doing its job. 

“The water goes to that area and soaks 
down,” Hoppe explained, noting it is next 
to the I-275 berm. 


“It’s not creating a drowning area because 
there’s NO WATER,” Hoppe said. 

Hodges said the VBT ordinance allows 
waivers for an alternative to the decorative 
fencing. 

Hoppe and Harlan Davenport agreed to 
put in shrubs to divide the parking lot from 
the swale. 

“They cut it with a lawnmower,” 
Davenport said of the swale, which is 
actually just a shallow indentation in the 
lawn. “It’s been that way for 21 years. 
Nobody got hurt yet.” 

Davenport and Hoppe walked up to 
the commission table and worked out the 
details of the shrubs, which is unusual in a 
formal Planning Commission meeting. 

When the motion was made to approve the 
site plan for the storage buildings, wording 
was added to allow for more burning bush 
shrubs to be added to protect the public 
from the storm water, “as required by the 
ordinance.” 

Hodges said it’s important to have 
something put in, rather than nothing, 
to show that they are following the 
ordinance.

VBT Board votes 
4-2 on Belle Tire 


Storm system 


Since 2006, Wayne County has had a policy 
that requires local units of government to 
be responsible for the maintenance and 
operation of all structures that are added to 
the county’s drain system. 

Wayne County is the only county in 
Michigan that requires this — and it’s making 
many local governments, Van Buren 
Township in particular, very irritated. 

Since 2006, every government in Wayne 
County that wants a new development to 
be served by the county’s drain system 
has to accept responsibility for long-term 
maintenance of the site’s storm water 
drainage. The government enters into an 
agreement with the property owner. It 
was Belle Tire at Tuesday’s VBT meeting. 
Once they let the county know it’s been 
approved, they can use the drain. 

The VBT vote was 4-2 (McClanahan is 
still on vacation), with Trustees Jeff Jahr 
and Reggie Miller voting no, but having 
nothing against Belle Tire, only giving 
voice to their irritation with the county. 

Other members of the board agreed with 
Jahr and Miller, but didn’t want to punish 
Belle Tire. The business couldn’t open if 
the board didn’t approve the agreement. 

Supervisor Linda Combs was asked to 
take the issue to the Council of Western 
Wayne, which VBT is hosting on Friday 
at 9:30 a.m. at the Yankee Air Museum. If 
communities get together, maybe they can 
make the county change its rules.

On Tuesday, April 30, the Michigan 
House of Representatives passed a seven- 
bill package concerning collecting of the 
Zoo and DIA millages and sent it on to the 
Senate for consideration.

At Monday’s Belleville City Council 
meeting, DPW Director Keith Boc was 
explaining why the new cured-in-place 
pipe lining program just completed was 
going to cost $1,874 more, increasing the 
total to $154,700.80. 
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It had to do with the Main Street sewer 
reducing from a 15-inch sewer to a 12- 
inch sewer, requiring a 12-inch-cured- 
in-place liner. Also, the sewer within the 
utility easement of Angola Street, the two 
8-inch pipes at the manhole decrease to 
six-inch pipes for the first two feet of each 
run and needed to be removed to allow 
for a continuous eight-inch liner to the 
manhole. 

I asked about the manholes on Main 
Street, which had been pointed out to me 
by a reader. They jiggle when you drive 
over them and need to be bolted back in 
place. 

Boc said the company, Insituform 
Technologies, have not been paid and will 
not get a penny until they have bolted those 
manholes in place. He said they told him 
they lost the bolts. 

A member of the audience pointed out we 
have a perfectly good hardware store just 
down the street. 

The manholes will be secured, we are 
promised.

The VBT Board of Trustees went into 
closed-door session at 5 p.m. on Monday 
to consult with the township attorney about 
pending litigation in the case of Gamble 
vs. VBT Police Officers Scott Griggs and 
Patrick Wehrman. 

You remember the case. It concerns 
James Gamble of Robson Road whose 
neighbor complained about the music he 
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was playing in his garage. It was too loud. 

The suit claims that the two officers came 
to his home in separate cars at about 10:30 
p.m. on Oct. 19, 2009 and then beat him 
up after a confrontation. The officers deny 
mistreating him. The audio recordings 
from the scout cars are 
not clear enough for the 
judge. 

The suit was filed Oct. 
11, 2011 and was due > 
for trial Nov. 5, 2012, , 
but a couple of weeks f | ~ 
before trial, the trial was 
adjourned because of a pending summary 
judgment motion. Then — more court filings 
until March 28 when Federal Judge Gerald 
E. Rosen denied most of VBT’s motion 
for summary judgment. The charges of 
excessive force and assault and battery are 
still in place. Gamble’s additional charge 
against the officers of false imprisonment 
was turned down. 

Gamble was acquitted on all the charges 
the officers filed against him. 

Depositions show that Officer Griggs was 
given a two-day suspension without pay 
for his handling of the arrest and there was 
a department recommendation for “anger 
management screening and evaluation.” 
Not good, considering the charges. 

VBT has to decide what it wants to do. 
They’ ll probably give Gamble a settlement. 
Wait and see.

He was asking for an amount in excess 
of $25,000, exclusive of costs, interest, and 
attorney fees, and specifically requested an 
award on attorney fees. 

The above law suit was acquired by the 
Independent through an earlier Freedom of 
Information Act request. 

According to Wayne County court internet 
records, the township’s attorney Carlito H. 
Young was defending the township, White 
and McClanahan. 

The VBT board held a closed-door session 
on Loyer on June 19, following public 
release of an official complaint by Karver 
against Loyer and an ensuing investigation 
by McClanahan of the incident. 

Loyer left township employment on June 
21 and Dan Besson took over the job as 
interim fire chief. Besson was sworn in as 
permanent fire chief on Aug. 21. 

Reportedly Loyer was offered a settlement 
for leaving township employment if 


he would sign a promise not to sue the 
township. He did not sign. 

On Feb. 1, Loyer’s attorney filed a motion 
to extend the time line in the suit which 
was granted. The case evaluation was then 
set for July 29 and settlement conference 
for Sept. 9. 

The April 15 settlement ends the suit.

Van Buren Township Police have filed 
charges against Brian Bernard Baker, 17, 
for break-ins on four homes in Haggerty 
Subdivision, with a charge concerning a 
fifth break-in reportedly on the way. 

Baker was due for preliminary exams 
on May | on the four 
break-ins on which he 
has been arraigned. He 
was transported from

His preliminary exams are now scheduled 
for May 22 at 34" District Court. 

Baker was initially charged with 
Home Invasion, 2"!

Police said he confessed to four other 
break-ins.

Baker, who stood mute to the new charges, 
was in jail on a $25,000 cash bond for the 
original charge.

The March 15 break-in on Jackson Street 
included Baker allegedly stealing a Smith

Pandora’s box for the city, suggesting that 
the car show on Main Street might want a 
beer tent, too. 

Wolters threw in the information that the 
liability is higher for water events than for 
alcohol events. He had found that having 
the CBC sponsor water events would cost 
$5,000 or so in insurance costs, so the 
group backed off of that. 

He said the CBC would pay for the 
insurance that included a beer tent. 

Mike Renaud, who serves on the planning 
commission, said a beer tent would have to 
be fenced in. 

Wolters said he understood that and the 
drinkers would have to be “corralled” and 
can’t walk around drinking. 

Tom Fielder, another member of the CBC, 
said a number of people at the Taste of 
Belleville last year came to CBC members 
and asked for beer with their food. He said 
the CBC wanted to see if the idea would 
extend to the government body. 

Fielder said Mayor Pro-Tem Loria’s son 
runs a beer tent during Strawberry Festival. 
He uses a company that brings out spigots. 

Fielder said they wanted to see the 
council’s position. 

Loria asked Tindall’s premise for being 
against the beer tent and Tindall said her 
opinion was as a council person that this 
is not something the council should be 
involved in. 

In other business at Monday’s 37-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Set a special meeting for 6 p.m., Monday, 
May 13, to discuss the 2013-14 budget,

e Approved the closing of High Street 
from Church to Main streets from 11 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. on Memorial Day, May 27, for 
the annual Thunder Rolls in Belleville. 
The event is sponsored by David C. 
Brown Funeral Home and Brown Family 
Center and Richard Willick said there 
will be between 150 and 200 motorcycles 
and about 200 people. The council asked 
Willick to fill out a regular form for the 
request and, next year, to make the request 
further in advance of the event;

Answer: Yes, PROVIDED you make 
your lender aware of them and in all the 
financial documents you provide to your 
lender you break down what your rental 
income is from the rentals and what the 
expenses/costs you incur with each rental. 

Ifyou have mortgages on the rentals, taxes, 
insurance, repairs, this offsets your income 
on them. You will also be providing your 
tax returns, which should substantiate your 
financial forms. Remember that a short sale 
approval is based on your proving Financial 
Hardship and the reasons that you are not 
able to afford your current mortgage(s). 

If your rentals are not making you any 
income, but are putting you more in debt, 
and especially if you cannot sell them 
for what you owe, then they could be 
considered a basis for Financial Hardship.

Charles Craig sentenced 


to 30 days in jail, 3 years 
probation for B&E

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge 
Edward Ewell Jr. pronounced sentence on 
Charles Craig, 20, of Van Buren Township 
for the Dec. 29 break-in into Tin Pan Saloon 
in Sumpter Township. 
Ata May 2 sentencing, 
Judge Ewell sentenced 
Craig to 30 days in jail, 
with five days credit 
for time served; three 
months on a tether; 
and three years of 
probation. 

Craig On April 10, Craig pled 
guilty to a charge of Breaking and Entering 
with Intent, a 10-year felony, and Larceny 
from a Building, a four-year felony. 

At the May 2 sentencing, Craig’s new 
attorney Angela Peterson asked if a hearing 
for a probation violation was going to 
be included. Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Chasity Graham told her that 
charge had already been dismissed. 

At the time of Craig’s arrest he was on 
probation from Belleville for a previous 
charge in which the Holmes Youthful 
Trainee Act (HYTA) was offered. 

HYTA is a state law that allows a judge to 
place a youth between the ages of 17 and 20, 
who is alleged to have committed a crime

and who has pleaded guilty to that crime, to 
be placed in prison or on probation without 
a conviction to avoid a criminal record. 

This action protects the privacy of the 
offender while on trainee status. If the 
youth successfully completes the program, 
there is no criminal record. Imprisonment 
or probation cannot exceed three years. 

Judge Ewell told Craig, “Second chance 
-- last chance.” 

He tested Craig, asking if he knew what 
would happen if he should violate this 
probation. 

Craig said he “would go to boot camp or 
prison.” Judge Ewell corrected him, “Boot 
camp or jail,” and asked Craig if there was 
anything he wanted to say before he was 
sentenced. Craig had nothing to say. 

Judge Ewell pronounced sentence and also 
advised Craig to continue his education and 
to try to maintain 30 hours of employment 
per week. Court costs of $206 must also be 
paid. 

Tin Pan Saloon owner Steve Kovach did 
not seek restitution. 

According to the police report, on Dec. 
29, Sumpter Township Police Sgt. Jim 
Cayce was on random patrol on Willis Road 
in the early morning hours and had just 
passed Sumpter Road when he heard from 
dispatch that an alarm had been activated 
at Tin Pan. 

They found Craig wedged between a 
Budweiser display wagon and the wall. 
Craig was wearing a bullet-proof vest and 
had a backpack containing a crowbar and 
one of Tin Pan’s money drawers. 

He was a former Tin Pan employee.

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Gleaners mobile pantry will be in Belleville on May 15 for food delivery

Dave Dewey of the Gleaners Mobile 
Pantry said a truck is scheduled to deliver 
food to the 150 approved families in need 
in Belleville on May 15. 

“Nothing is set after that,” said Dewey, 
who said he oversees 60 food deliveries a 
month at different locations in Southeast 
Michigan and if the Van Buren Schools 
drops out of his schedule, he’ll replace 
them with someone else. 

Dewey said they had the May 15 date 
already set but had no one to facilitate it 
because the volunteer leaders had indicated 
they could no longer work on the food 
drop-off. 

Concerned families called the school 
superintendent to voice their concerns and 
anger. 

Dewey said Angela Stroud called him 
from the Van Buren Public Schools and 
after they talked, she said the schools would 
facilitate the May food drop-off. Stroud 
is the executive assistant to School Supt. 
Michael Van Tassel and has been given the 
May food distribution assignment. 

Stroud visited the former offices of 
Cathy Bandy and Kim Nofz and picked up 
paperwork on the Gleaners project so the 
May distribution could be set up. 

It was Nofz who emailed Gleaners that 
she and Bandy would no longer be able to

facilitate the Gleaners food distribution, so 
the project was over. 

Two years ago, Bandy came before the 
school board with the announcement that 
Gleaners had a grant to bring food to schools 
that had families that qualified for free 
and reduced-cost lunches. South Middle 
School (now named Owen Intermediate) 
qualified and so they could start signing 
up families if the school district would let 
them unload the delivery truck on property 
at 416 Sumpter Road, next to the school 
district warehouse. 

School Supt. Tom Riutta signed the 
agreement with Gleaners. 

They started out with bringing about 40 
pounds of fresh and non-perishable food 
items to 150 families and then Gleaners 
was able to provide for 200 families, 
Dewey said. Last fall, Gleaners was only 
able to provide for 150 families and the list 
was cut back to that number. 

Bandy and Nofz first started work for 
the school district in 2005, when school 
districts in the state were required to have 
more parent involvement. They put on the 
Parent Involvement Expos and offered a 
variety of others services. They did their 
work as volunteers for about three and a 
half years. 

They were first paid under School Supt. 
Pete Lazaroff at $15,000 each, although 
the board members later said they thought

the two women were to share the $15,000. 
Then, Riutta paid them $12,500 each, with 
$500 of that for a budget. 

Last June, new School Supt. Van Tassel 
told them they were not going to be paid 
any longer. 

Supt. Van Tassel told the Independent 
that the mission of the school is education 
and while he applauds the efforts to offer 
social services, the school budget is down 
and he can’t balance those services against 
the mission of the school. 

Supt. Van Tassel said the agreement was 
between Gleaners and the school district. 

He said he would like to see the food 
distribution continue and it wouldn’t be 
hard to get people to volunteer to help, but 
he can’t see paying for utilities and other 
costs of the mobile units for offices. 

He said churches in the community are 
doing a great job with food distribution to 
the hungry. And, maybe, some community 
group or church would take on the Gleaners’ 
distribution. 

After the district stopped paying them last 
July, the women said they worked without 
pay for nine months because of the need in 
the Belleville area, with the deliveries set 
month by month because they were unsure 
if they could keep on going. 

In March, Van Tassel reportedly told them 
they had six months to get other funding 
for their projects. 
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And, after spring break this year, the 
district’s cell phone they shared in the 
office was shut off. Nofz said they never 
took the phone home, but used it when 
working away from the office and for 
talking to their children. 

They said it was difficult to reach 
the families to alert them to the food 
distribution and only 85 showed up for the 
April delivery. That’s when they decided to 
pack it in. 

Also, the paperwork for income verification 

was increased through Gleaners. And, for 
families living in inoperable cars and other 
locations, the women delivered food to 
them. Although they submitted requests 
for mileage reimbursement, that no longer 
was given. 

Last year the women went to the Van 
Buren Civic Fund to ask for money to 
renovate the trailers owned by the school 
district on Sumpter Road to house The 
Community Resources Center (a social 
services program), a thrift store, a clothes 
closet to give out free clothes, and an office 
for Bandy and Nofz. In the past, the units 
had been used for alternative education 
classrooms for students who couldn’t make 
it at the high school. 

Nofz said the Civic Fund questioned the 
expenditure on the portables since they 
said the school district owned the property 
and should pay for its own upgrades. But, 
the Civic Fund granted $11,500 for the 
upgrades.
